S the following Treatiſe is drawn up

In purſuance of this matter our firſt en- 
quiry ſhall be into the origin of any mili- 
tary ſervice, and to trace its ſucceſſion to 
the preſent time; by which it will appear, 
there has not been a century but what a 
change has been mide in the manners and cuſ- 
toms, and that, in conformity to that change, 
the Military have followed, and that at all 
times the Militia of London, inſtead of be- 
ing degraded, have proved themielves both 
for valour, diſcipline and conduct, the moſt 
honorable. | | 
In this enquiry, we find that the armies* of 
the ancient Britons were formed by every 
clan, or family fighting in a aiſtinct band, 
under the command of the head of that clan; 
alſo the ſeveral clans which compoſed a na- 
tion fought under the king of that nation ; 
and when a publick war required a combination 
of the forces of ſeveral nations, one of the 
1 kings, moſt famous for his valour and military 
conduct, was choſen from the reſt, as chief 
general, and inveſted with the ſupreme com- 
mand; this rude way of fighting among thoſe 
times of barbarity might be ferviceable, as 
they then fought father and fon with- each 
other; they fought for their wives and chik 
© dren, they fought for all that they held dear; 
hey ſought no foreign hollilities, and they 
= would have remained in their original barba- 
rous ſtate, but for the invaſion of the Koman 
and other nations; yet in this rude ſtate, with- 
ut order or diſcipline, Cæſar met with courage 
and valour exceeding his expectation; and had 
their natal prowrels been aſſiſted by the ſame 
regularity as his legions, he never would have 
conquered this country,

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Anno This being their ancient ſtate, we next find 


them in a ſituation that has ſome appearance 
to the preſent Militia; for in the. time this 
country was governed by the Saxon kings, 
their method of raiſing and training troops 
for war was. for every pagus or diſtri to furniſh 
a certain number, to be divided into ſeparate 
corps, one hundred in each band, under the lead- 
ing of their own proper officers, and who, from 
the number of men, obtained the appellation of 
CENTINI, or leader of an hundred; thoſe bands 
united were under the command of their prince. 

This method of raiſing the Militia was conti- 
nued till the time of King Alfred;“ that moſt 
excellent monarch ordered the proportion of the 
Militia to be ſo contrived from every diviſion, 
that when one part was acting againſt the enemy 
in the field, another was guarding their property 
at home, ready to relieve their fellows at the ex- 


piration of the time allotted for their ſervice; 


at the ſame time, to inſpire his ſubjects with 
courage and confidence in their own abilities, 


he appointed certain times for their exerciſe 


in arms; this, certainly, was an effectual me- 
thod to make the whole body of the people 
capable to defend themſelves and their coun. 
try; and at this time, we find the capital 
mentioned with great applauſe, it appearing 
that King Alfred, 4 aſſiſted by the Londoners, 
attacks and defeats the Danes; and we find 
alſo, in the time of King Athelſtan,f that by 
the bravery of the Londoners, he gained a com-

At this time, that book called Dooms-day 
book was introduced, in which was recorded 
every perſon's poſſeſſions, &c. and from which 
might be ſeen the Military Duty required; this 
was the firſt eſtabliſhment of ſervice by Military il 
Tenure, and in which ſervice every under tenant 
was obliged to attend at the will of his Lord, 
as he was at the will of the King. 

There were ſeveral forts of Military fees, 
as where the king created a man an earl, and 
granted him lands to the amount of 4oog, 
per annum, to be holden of him by Military 
ſervice, this was a tenure in CApirE, becauſe 
it was immediately holden of the king himſelf, 
Perſons of this dignity uſually added Comes to 
their Chriſtian name, and in the reign of 
Richard I. they took alſo the name of the 
ſhire or county; every ſuch earl, at the age of 
21 years, his anceſtor being dead, was bound 

his fees to pay to the king for a relief 
eight ſaddle horſes, furniſhed with bridles, four 
coats of mail, as many helmets, and as many 
ſhields, ſpears, and ſwords; as alſo other hunt- Wl 
ing horſes and palfreys, with bridles and halters; 
in the ninth year of Henry III. this relief 
was aſcertained at the fourth part of the earl's 
eſtate, which conſiſted of twenty knights fees.

= of invahons, as might happen to be, according as they ſhould,

Hum phry Parſons, John Barber, Eſqrs. fir William Billers, fir Ed- 
ward Bellamy, fir John Williams, fir John Thompſon, fir John Bar- 
nard; Knts. Micajah Perry, Eſq; then Aldermen of His city of 
Lon don; fir John Strange, Knt. then recorder of His city of Lon- 
don, and the recorder thereof for the time being; fir Harcourt 
Maſters, Knt. Richard Levett, Eſq; fir George Champion, fix Ro- 
bert Godſchall, Knt.

year of Our reign, and the eleventh day of February, in the ſecond 
year of Our reign, they were further continued for the ſpace of four 
months from the reſpective dates of our ſaid proclamations ; and 
alſo by virtue of our royal proclamation in that behalf iſſued, bearing 
date the twenty-eight day of May, in the ſecond year of our reign, 
they are further continued for the ſpace of four months from the date 
of our ſaid proclamation, unleſs they ſhall by Us be ſooner removed 
and diſcharged from the ſaid office: Now know ye, That We 
have revoked and determined, and by thefe preſents do revoke and 
determine the ſaid recited letters patent, and every clauſe, article, and 
thing therein contained: And further know ye, That we by virtue 
of the ſaid A& of Parliament, and for the better execution of the ſame, 
and of the powers and authocities in the ſame Act, and in one other 
Act of Parliament made in the firſt year of the reign of our late Ro 
Great Grandfather George the Firſt, King of Great-Britain, &c. in- 
tituled, An Act for making the Militia of that Part of Great-Britain 
called England more uſeful, and for obliging an annual account to 
be made 7 trophy- money, contained and ſpecified, have nominated, 
made, and appointed, and by theſe preſents do nominate, make, and 
appoint you Our lieutenants within Our city of London aforeſaid, the 
ſuburbs and liberties of the ſame, and all privileged places within the 
limits and precincts of the ſame, as well within liberties as without, 
during Our pleaſure : And We do by theſe preſents give and grant un- 
to you, or any NINE or more of you, whereof the Lord-Mayor, or 
any one of the Aldermen of Our ſaid city of London now and for the 
time being, to be one, full power and authority to do, execute, tranſ . 
act, and perform all and fingular the matters and things in and by the 
faid AcTs of PARLIAMENT, or either of them, or in and by any other 
Law now in FORCE, enacted, declared, or contained, which to ſuck 
lieutenants to be nominated or conſtituted by Us, by force of the ſaid . 
firſt-mentioned Act of Parliament, do in any wiſe long to be done, 
executed, tranſacted, or performed: And therefore we will and com- 
mand you, or any nine or more of you, whereof the Lord-Mayor, or 
any one of the Aldermen of our city of London aforeſaid now and for 
the time being, to be one, that, according to the tenor of theſe ourletters 
atent, and the form and effect of the ſaid Acts of Parliament in this 
half, you proceed and execute all thoſe things with effect, on peril 
that way fall thereon.

Having laid before the Publick the State of 
the Milicia of the Capital of the Britiſb Empire, by 
which it clearly appears, that were they wanted 
for ſervice, they would not only be incepable of 
any Daty, but they would be dangerous to the 
community, and in ſuch a ſituation we will up- 
our Gallic foes ſhould attempt hoſtilities 
againſt this country, as they have lately dared a- 
gainſs one of its adjacent iſlands, every thing we 
hold dear would be then at ſtake, every nerve 
of the Britiſh Lion would be rouſed, the capi- 
tal of this country would be called to aſſiſt; 
but how are they capable to afford any aſſiſ- 
tance, when their Militia are not on any Mili- 
tary eſtabliſhment ? when they have only a ridi- 


culous Parade of lix regiments ? when they have 
neither drummers nor fifes ? when the chief part 
of their officers are even ignorant of the manu» 


al exerciſe? and when thoſe officers, who, greatly 
to their honour, are emulous to learn their Duty, 
have no opportunity to exert themſelves in de- 


tion, of what ſervice could the Militia of London 
be made ? why, when they ſhould march to fight 
the enemy, they would, ben, be to be formed 
into regimental order; their officers, who ſhould 


be able to inftruf7 the men, would themſelves be to 
be zaught; and as many of them are in years, ' 
and in the decline of life, it would be im poſſi - 

; ble 


fence of their country? in this alarming fitua- 
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ble they could ever be of ſervice ; for theſe reaſons 
we are induced to ſuppoſe, that the power by 
which they are regulated will, free from 
any Party, or Prejudice, without any Diſtinction, 
. or Partiality for Perſons, enter into that enquiry 
which the neceſſity of the times fully commande; 
and ſhould they neg/e# them any longer, it may 
call forth the attention of a ſuperior power, 
And as we have fully demonſtrated the many 
different forms by which the trained bands have 


been raiſed, and which. hath been varied, agreeable 


to the circumſtances of the times, and alſo given a 


deſcription of the arms that have been uſed at 


the. different periods, and which hath been oc- 
caſionally altered, as the uſe of arms hath im- 
proved, the idea of ancient and uſual Cuſtoms 
muſt be extinct; the honour of this great city 
demands ſome exertion and attention; and alſo, 
excluſive of the diſgrace they entail on the Me. 
tropolis, Humanity, and a care to prevent the man 
fatal Accidents, which the diſorderly manner the 
fellows parade the ſtreets occaſion, will induce the 
Court to ſtop ſuch irregularity in future.
